Jury selection in the trail had 


been scheduled to get underway 
yesterday, but Cook's attorneys 
opted instead to have a bench

The only witness called to the 


stand. Mrs. LaFever, testified 
that in 1974 at Cook's urging she 
sold about §16,700 worth of 
stock. She said Cook used the 
money .to purchase Mexican 
silver and Austrian gold coins. 


She said that in that transac- 


tion and others it had generally 
been Cook's practice to hold her 
securities. Mrs. LaFever said 
she had always considered him 
to be acting as a broker. 


One of the charges against 


Cook is that he transacted 
business in securities without 
being registered to do .so. 


Patrick J. Devlin, an assistant 


state attorney general who is 
prosecuting the case, said he 
expects to call 12 witnesses. The 
trial is expected to last about 
two weeks.

CREDIT IDENTITY 
Women Are Given 
Equal Buying Role

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


federal government believes a 
woman should have a credit 
identity of her own. 


A Federal Reserve Board rule 


taking effect today requires 
credit companies 
to meet 


requests to record information 
about a married couple in the 
name of both the wife and the 
husband. 


The rule is designed to aid 


women who become divorced, 
widowed or who want their own 
accounts. 


"If a woman gets divorced or 


widowed and tries to onrn a new 
account, it's very, very hard to 
do," a Federal Reserve Board 
spokesman said. "She has no 


credit identity. So this is an at- 
tempt to rectify this situation." 


Asked if the rule might stir up 


a dispute among some couples, 
the spokesman said, "That's a 
family matter." 


The new rule is a result of a 


1974 law banning discrimination 
by marital status in the grant- 
ing of credit. The Federal 
Reserve Board, which sets 
monetary policy, was instructed 
by Congress 
to write the 


regulation. 


Under the rule, credit card 


companies and 
some 
big 


merchants will mail'out letters 
with their bills in the next few 
months describing rights under 
the Equal Credit Opportunity

It keeps the current four-year 


prison term and $2,000 fine for 
sale for profit of more than 100 
grams.

level is likely. That's enough for 
roughly loi) cigarettes, and 
some drug abuse experts say 
the figure should be 30 or lower. 


And Rep. William Bryant of 


Grosse Pointe, a committee 
member and House Republican 
floor leader, said he'll try' to re- 
tain criminal sanctions without 
jail terms for possession of even 
small amounts. 


That approach was backed by 


Gov. William Milliken in his 
annual State of the State 
address in January. 


Bryant said a misdemeanor 


fine of S100, without jail terms, 
would serve notice that the state 
doesn't condone marijuana use. 
He said it's also a matter of 
"public acceptance and political 
practicality." 


Rep. Perry Billiard, D-Ann 


Arbor, sponsor of the bill, said 
thai would defeat one aim of the 
legislation — easing the load on 
police and courts caused by 
marijuana arrests. 


Efforts 
to 
decriminalize 


marijuana in Michigan have 
been pushed annually since the 
late i960s, and the most recent 
try fell two votes short of House 
approval. Eight other states 
have reduced marijuana penal- 
ties. 


The Bullard version, which 


has some 30 legislative spon- 
sors, would: 


—Eliminate all penalties for 


possession or use of less than 
1(10 grams in a private home: set 
a S50 civil fine for possession or 
use of less than 1(10 grams in 
public; and reduce from one 
year to 90 days and SIM the 
current misdemeanor penalty 
for possession not for profit of 
more than 100 grams. 


—Leave intact the four-year 


maximum prison term and 
$2.000 fine for profit sales of 
more than 100 grams, but 
reduce to a misdemeanor the 
profit sale of less than 100 
grams, punishable by one year 
and SI .000.

from 21 to 18 in 19?2. 


"There's a strong presump- 


tion 
against 
taking 
away 


privileges on the basis of age," 
he said. 


Bullard said a better attack 


against the abuse of alcohol 
would 
be more 
education 


programs and community in- 
volvement projects. He also 
suggested parents should be 
urged to involve themselves 
more with their children and 
the children's problems. 


He said the Civil Rights 


Committee probably won't con- 
sider the matter until fall, and 
said only "clear and convincing 
evidence" would lead him to 
bring it to a vote. 


Fearful of losing the fight in 


the House, a group backing the 
higher age has already an- 
nounced a petition drive to 
place on the 1978 ballot a 
proposal to raise the legal 
drinking age to 20. 


Tile bills passed (lie Senate 


without any debate Tuesday, 
and previous discussion cen- 
tered on unsuccessful attempts 
to raise the age to 21. But the 
Senate Commerce Committee 
had taken lengthy testimony on 
Hie problems of alcohol in 
schools 
and the 
increased 


number of alcohol-related traf- 
fic accidents among young 
people. 


Under the legislation, youths 


who are 18 years old before Dec. 
1 could continue drinking after 
the age was raised to 19. But 
those turning IS after that date 
would have to wait another 
year. 


The lusher drinking age 


would expire Dee. 31, 1880. giv- 
ing the state three years to 
evaluate the effect of the 19- 
year-old limit.

Rosalynn Makes Big Hit 
With Costa Rica President

&AN JOSE, Costa Rica (AP) 


— Rosalynn Carter made a hit 
with Costa Rica's president and 
got some advice on her hus- 
band's human rights campaign 
from the Centra! American na- 
tion's foreign minister. 


Having Mrs. Carter in the 


country was "exactly the same 
as if President Carter had 
arrived and made personal cou- 
lael," said President Daniel 
Oduber at a reception Tuesday 
night following nearly two hours 
of talks with the U.S. First 
Lady. 


"We felt immediately at home 


with her," said Oduber. "She's 
very natural and goes directly to 
the point. She's very well in- 
formed." 


Foreign Minister Gonzalo 


Faclo said he suggested to Mrs. 
Carter that her husband ad- 
vance his human rights policy 
by "inducement" ratner liian 
"imposition." 


Facio said he proposed that 


the United States, instead of 
punishing countries that violate 
human rights, show "commer- 
cial preference to those that 
respect the issue." 


Facio also said they discussed 


U.S. support for establishment 
of a United Nations high com- 
missioner of human rights 
which Costa Rica has been ad- 
vocating for the last 12 years. 


The reception, attended by 


about 200 officials, diplomats 
and their wives, was held at the 
National Theater after a concert 
by

National 
Youth 


Symphony, 
which 
recently 


received a SI million loan from 


a U.S. bank to buy instruments. 


"Wait till I tell Jimmy," said 


Mrs. Carter as she congratulat- 
ed the young musicians on their 
performance and invited them 
to visit Washington and perform 
at the White House..She wore a 
long green dress with a purple 
orchid, Costa Hica's national 
flower, pinned to the shoulder. 


Mrs. Carter has been studying 


Spanish since February and 
spoke briefly in that' language 
on her arrival Tuesday after- 
noon from Jamaica, where her 
seven-nation, 13-day tour of La- 
tin America began Monday. She 
also tried out her conversational 
Spanish haltingly during the 
reception. 


Friendly but polite crowds 


gathered to see the visiting 
First Lady as she was driven 
through San Jose in a motor- 


cade to the Casa Presidential 
and the national cultural center. 
At the latter she was -presented 
with a red model of an oxcart for 
her daughter Amy and a kilo 
(2.2 pounds) of Costa Rican 
coffee, worth about S1.90 here. 


Her relaxed, friendly manner 


tightened up noticeably at one 
question asked at a news 
conference just before leaving 
Kingston, the Jamaican capital. 
A reporter asked why she 
thought she could discuss 
foreign policy wiih foreign 
leaders since she is neither an 
elected official nor one con- 
firmed by the Senate for that 
purpose. 


"I am the person closest to 


the President of the United 
States, and if 1 can help him to 
understand the problems of the 
world, that's what I intend to 
do," Mrs. Carter replied.

Banks Put Squeeze On Philly's Schools 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The Philadelphia school board, forced 


by the city's banks to balance its books, has passed a budget that 
wraikl close 32 schools, put nearly 10,000 employes out of work and 
eliminate varsity sports, kindergartens and food sen-ices. "Many 
of those reductions constitute the highest priorities in the sys- 
tem," said schools superintendent Michael Marcase. "We had no 
alternative." 


Marcase said .the $511 million budget passed by the board 


Tuesday was necessary because Philadelphia tanks, which lent 
$30 million lo help the scliool system meet its May payroll, threa- 
tened to withhold more loans unless the system eliminated its 


deficit. This year's budget carried a $173 million deficit. The sys- 
tem has 283 schools and about 250,000 pupils. 


Marcase said the only hope for averting the cuts is in Harris- 


burg, where the state legislature is considering two revenue bills 
that would pump an additional Slafi million into the district. 
Otherwise, he said, layoff notices will be sent out before June :KI. 
Other effects of the emergency budget include the elimination of 
school transportation — even for non-public schools — except for 
handicapped students. The budget also cuts out "alternative" 
education programs. 


Marcase accused the legislature of trying In "starve the sys- 


tem" by not yet providing "a subsidy bill that is essential for a 
meaningful and viable education in the city of Philadelphia." City 
and school officials plan to lobby in Harrishurg for passage of thi 
bills. Busloads of city residents are set to journey lo the statt- 
capital next week. 


One of the bills under consideration would increase subsidies to 


local school districts statewide, returning $5r> million to 
Philadelphia. The other would establish a new state a_rm-y to sell 
about $102 million in bonds this year. Last year, the city raised 
real estate taxes by 29 per cent and mercantile taxes by 33 per cent 
to make up an $&4 million city budget deficit.

~ "Much has been said about the boom 
in home gardening in recent years,

"curate. Are otherwise sedentary types 
suddenly creating aching muscles 
.through unaccustomed physical labor 
because they believe the price of 
vegetables is too high? 


The first year's harvest ought to 


; dispel that notion. Unless one is 
properly organized and operates on a 
scale which inundates the neigh- 
borhood with freebies in late summer, 
the financial savings produced by the 
average garden plot do not explain the 
effort put into it. 


One has the feeling there is a certain 


status to home gardening, although it 
is difficult to define what that status 
is. Could it be a lot of people working 
but their frustrations on the good 
earth, secure in the notion that at least 
part of the time their efforts will suc- 
ceed? 


The Communist bloc is not a party 


to them for the very pragmatic reason 
that the Reds look upon economic aid 
as one more arrow in Communism's 
quiver. Assistance is proportioned to 
political allegiance from the recipient. 


The other difficulty is the lack of 


uniformity between the respective 
constituents. 


Japan, West Germany, Canada and 


the U.S. are in the better shape to 
contribute. Not so, Italy, Great Britain 
and to some degree, France where 
productivity lags and inflation runs 
duly high.

displays the same diversity in reverse. 


It includes mineral rich countries 


such as Algeria, Zaire and Venezuela 
whose revenues, actual or potential, 
for a variety of reasons are not being 
applied properly at home. 


At the opposite end of the scale are 


India and Bangladesh which are stony 
broke. 


In the middle is a country such as 


Saudi Arabia, one of the few Arab oil 
producers to show an understanding of 
the principle that mutual assistance is 
what its name implies. 


Even the concept of mutual assis- 


tance is in dispute between the two 
sides. 


The Carter Administration which is 


committed to what State Secretary 
Cyrus Vance defined as a new system 
of "equity, growth and justice," thus 
far insists there be a more realistic 
pricing of raw materials, particularly 
.petroleum, in return for technological 
help from the North. 


The South insists its pricing jus- 


tifiably reflects the inflated tag from 
the North's finished products. 


Another bone of contention are the 


mineral deposits, the manganese 
nodules, for instance, on the oceans' 
floors. 


Japan and West Germany are 


probably the only two nations suf- 
ficiently advanced in recovery tech- 
niques at this time to reap that har- 
vest. Following them presumably is 
the U.S. 


Some time ago before 
Vance 


replaced him, Dr. Henry Kissinger 
conceded in principle to the South's 
demand that the North contribute the 
recovery cost while the South would 
share in the harvest. 


The idea is high sounding, but not 


all of the North's members agree with 
it and official Washington is indicat- 
ing Kissinger allowed diplomacy to 
overshadow economics. 


Bridging those gaps will be difficult. 
Vance best described the task as one 


in which the U.S. is prepared to help 
but equally prepared to admit it will 
not be complete this week.

Every President in modern times 


has tackled the bureaucracy in his own 
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special way. Gerald Ford made the 
good fight against government forms, 
which proliferate like rabbits and 
provide tangible evidence of language 
deterioration. 


It was a case of winning the battle 


and losing the war. The number of 
forms 
was 
decreased, 
but 
the 


complexity of the remaining ones 
increased. 


Early in his administration Jimmy 


Carter zeroed in on advisory commit- 
tees. These committees are among the 
least visible components of the federal 
government, meeting occasionally to 
advise an agency or department .on 
public matters ranging from broad 
policy concepts to highly technical de- 
tails. 


Committee members usually are 


paid per diem salaries plus expenses. 
In February, when a study was made 
of the advisory bodies it was found 
there were 1,189 of them, staffed by 
about 25,000 individuals and costing an 
estimated $65 million a year. 


Under presidential prodding a list of 


304 expendable committees has boon 
compiled — or about one-fourth the 
total. Not good enough, the President 
said, ordering the list be expanded. 
Not bad for a starter, although until 
the list is released it won't be known 
what advice is to be eliminated. A look 
back in a year or two will reveal who 
\vtn this \vnr.

WASHINGTON 
- Sen, 


Harrison II. Schmitt believes 
the Senate's new code of ethics 
is unenforceable. Sen. John G. 
Tower says the measure is "a 
hoax." And Sen. Lowell P. 
Weicker Jr. calls it "a smelly 
piece of legislation." 


Those 
three 
men, all 


Republicans, are members of 
Ihe small band of 14 senators 
who thought so little of the 
Senate's effort to upgrade its 
ethical standards earlier Ihis 
year that they either were ab- 
sent when it was adopted or 
voted against it. 


But Schmitt of New Mexico. 


Tower of Texas and Weicker of 
Connecticut have another dis- 
tinction: They comprise the en- 
tire Republican membership of 
the Senate Ethics Committee, 
which has full responsibility for 
implementing and enforcing the 
new legislation. 


The 
fox-guarding-chicken- 


coop analogy is an overworked 
cliche, but it certainly seems 
applicable in this case. Without 
tough but fair oversight on the 
part of the committee, the 
highly touted code of ethics will 
serve as little more than a paper 
facade for the questionable 
practices which Congress has 
allowed to flourish for so long. 


Indeed, ihe recent history of 


ethics enforcement in both the 
House and Senate suggests that 
there is little enthusiasm for 
consistent, 
meaningful 


implementation of the high- 
toned moral standards which 
the legislators have rushed to 
formulate in order to improve 
their image after every major 
scandal of the past 15 years. 


The influence-peddling con- 


troversy surrounding Robert G. 
(Bobby) Baker during the early 
KXWs led the Senate to vote on 
July 24. 1964 to establish a 
Select Committee on Standards 
and Conduct. 


In its almost 13 years of exis- 


tence, thai committee has con- 
dvcwl a full-scale investigation 
of exactly one legislator. Sen 
Thomas J. Dodd, D-Conn.

The House Committee on 


Standards of Official Conduct 
was not formed until 1967 — just 
after the Senate censured Dodd 
and the House was forced ;to 
deal with the scandal involving 
Rep. Adam Clayton Powell, J>

In its almost 11- years ~n< 


o()cration. the House commitier 
has matched (he Senate record 
of inaction by also initialing 
precisely one comprehensive 
investigation, involving Rup. 
Robert L.F. Sikcs. D-Fla. 
; 


If that record offers little 


promise for the future, then the 
hostile attitude of Republicans 
on the Senate committee is an 
even more ominous sign. 


"The end product of this ef- 


fort is nothing more than a bla- 
tant public relations 
effort 


designed to justify the recent 
pay raise which 
Congress 


received," said Tower, one of 
four senators 
who weren't 


present to vole on the measure. 
"This hill is a hoax." 


Weicker. who voted against it. 


called the proposal "an amal- 
gam of arbitrary restrictions 
and incomplete regulations."; 


Schmitt. who also voted in 


opposition, said: "The proposed 
resolution assumes that the 
rules can be enforced by the 
Senate. Common sense would 
suggest thai nothing could be 
further from the truth." 


Those three men are highly 


unrepresentative of the rest of 
the 
Senate. 
86 of whose 


members voted for the code of 
ethics. They are not even in step 
with most of their 
fellow 


Republicans because 27 GOP 
senators voted for the reform- 
Yet they now cast half of the 
votes on the Senate .Ethics 
Committee. 


Grads Get Tough 


Talk From Judge 


WASHINGTON - U.S. Dis- 


trict Court Judge Sarah Hughes 
of Texas gazed down kindly 
upon 337 young men and women 
— and a few middle-aged, ones 
too — sitting in the traditional 
black caps and gowns before 
her. 


"What can you tell a graduate 


of a law school?" she began. 
"They know everything." 


The class of 1977 of George 


Washington University's law- 
school laughed heartily — and 
nervously. 


I! was part of the annual 


spring rite of academic pas- 
sage; across the nation students 
are emerging from the rela- 
tively 
protected 
world of 


scholarship into the harsh 
realities of the workplace. 


This year's graduates, on the 


whole, have not been social ac- 
tivists or campus demonstra- 
tors. Instead they have been 
worrying about the economy 
and jobs. Reportedly more than 
half of GW's prospective new 
lawyers have not yet found an 
employer. 


Hughes leveled with (hem. 


She told the grads Ihcy might be 
done with exams but the real 
hustling is just about to begin. 


"You need to get into the 


arena and fight," Hughes said. 
"You can't expect people lo give 
you things."' 


Hughes, who administered 


the presidential oath of office to 
then-Vice President Lyndon 
Johnson in 1963 in a hasty 
ceremony aboard Air Force One 
in Dallas after Ihc assassination 
of President John Kennedy, 
skipped Ihc high-flown rhetoric 
and stuck to the basics. 


She said she got lo be a dis- 


trict court judge after a long 
career as a stale legislator and 
lower court judge only because 
she asked for it in the right 
places. She had helped then- 
Sen. Ralph YarboroiiKh of Texas 
and Johnson get elected. So 
when she made her pitch, "all 
thai paid off," she said frankly.

It so happened that Attor- 
ney General Robert Kennedy, 
she said, went lo House Speaker 
Sam Rayburn (anolher fellow 
Texan) and asked for help in 
gelling certain bills through 
Congress. "I'll help, bul only if 
you approve Sarah Hughes for

court," 
Rayburn 


replied. 


"And lhat's how I gol it," she 


said, to enthusiaslic applause: 


But while she definitely felt 


everyone had a duty to be 
"power." she said a lawyer's 
responsibility 
went beyond 


making money and having" a 
high post. "You have a duty to 
do the best you can." she said. 


Then she added pointedly, 


"Nobody is above tire law — mil 
even the president of the United 
States. 


Hughes, despite her age, has 


not losl louch with the times. 
She told the graduates what 
they needed, and wanted, to 
hear. She did not pretend 'it 
would be easy, she did not even 
suggest it wwdd be fun. 


Her message is appropriati1 


for all Ihe thousands of college 
graduates this spring. "I hope 
nobody here wants lo be an as- 
sistant to somebody who is go- 
ing places," she said. "I hoji' 
you all want to be the one who i's 
going places."

defeats have resulted in reduc- 
tions in programs affecting 
children, but there is one ad- 
ministrator 
for 
every 
II 


teachers. 


Incumbent Mrs. Ilenc Fox 


said the last millago .increase 
approved by district voters was 
in 1970. She said inflation has 
pushed up costs since then, and 
the district has been maintained 
"only by competent adminis- 


trators" following sound fiscal 
policy. 


Mrs. Fox said 80 per cent of 


tire budget goes for teachers' 
salaries and fringes and about 
three per cent for administra- 
tion. 


Incumbent Bernard Bcland 


praised the administration and 
said a recent five-year contract 
approved for the superintendent 
will help assure continuity in 
administration that Bcland said 
is 
needed. 
(The 
contract 


includes a 
$1,-MO pay 
cut 


requested by the superintendent 
the first year.) 


All four candidates agreed 


more millage money is needed 
to improve education in safe, 
clean buildings. Moore said 


priorities to achieve this vary 
among the candidates. 


Moore, who lives at 536 Colfax 


avenue and served as a substi- 
tute teacher Jast year, said he's 
been in this area all his life and 
remembers when the Benton 
Jiarbor district had only a few 
administrators. Moore said: 


"Things, for the most part 


ran smoothly. Students got an 
education. There's a lot of 
emphasis now on administra- 
tion. 
Administrators 
have 


become (lie big shots. Children 
and buildings arc neglected. 
I've seen heating systems in 
poor shape- and cracked win- 
dows. For loo long, we've 
allowed administrators to do 
what they want with our tax 


dollars.'' 


Mrs. Pearson, whose hus- 


band. Rev. William Pearson is 
currently a substitute teacher, 
said: "We should consolidate 
some of these (administrators') 
jobs and reduce travel and con- 
vention expenditures of ad- 
ministrators."

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State Strawberry Growers Expect Good Crop 


The June and summer outlook ran be summed up in 


one word — great, reports Maryann Beckman, District 
Extension Consumer Marketing Information Agent. 


Mrs. Beckman says: 
The. first rosy ne»s is Michigan's strawberry, crop. 


Though acreage is down by 100 acres this year, growers 
expect a great crop, barring unforseen weather. 


The first crate was auctioned off at the Benton Harbor 


Fruit Market May 24. Peak volume should be available 
mm. about seven to 10 dare earlier than usual, with peak 
week being June 6-10. Good volume should continue 
through June 20 and even longer if a cooling trend 
develops. 


Growers advise getting berries early this year, 


because the best are usually first on the market and if 
weather keeps up as it has. the season will soon IK over 
in southwestern Michigan. 
/ 


Berries from other Michigan growing areas should be 


available until mid-July hopefully. Check newspapers 
for pick-your-own operations; there wilt be more this 


Other fruits coming to markets in June will be Bing 


cherries, peaches and plums from the west and soutti. 
grapes from California and melons. Watermelon 
supplies an? good, while cantaloupe supplies are still 
small, from Texas where early rains damaged and 
delayed the crop. Volume supplies will be available 
though by mid-June. 


liananas, pineapples and citrus fruits are other fruit 


bowl attractions. Oranges and grapefruit from the South 
and Navel oranges from California are dwindling 
seasonally, but the Valencia orange crop from California 
and Arizona is just starting into volume supply. Lots of 
lemons will be available, too. this summer. 


Southwest Michigan's asparagus crop is about done, 


due to lack of rain, but some supplies will be available 
until-mid-Jttnc from the Hart-Shelby-Oceana area. 


It is Hie start of peak season time for green beans 


(May-August), sweet corn (May-September), new pota- 


toes (May-July) and green onions (June). 


Summer squash and beet supplies pick up drama- 


tic-ally iii June, too. On the early crop beets, marketed 
with the tops on. the leaves deteriorate quickly but have 
no affect fin the tender beet quality. Beet greens, sold as 
greens alone, are also in peak supply during June and 
July. 


There is plenty of celery available; prices are 


unchanged. Lots of lettuce is also available, but both 
price and quality vary greatly depending on growing 
area. 


Better quality green iK-ppers than last year are in 


markets, but since supplies are smaller, prices are 
higher. Tomato supplies for June are up four per cent 
over last year; prices arc reasonable. Greenhouse 
tomatoes, with the green stems stiH auached, will cost 
more this year, for greenhouse energy costs tripled this 
year. 


Egg prices are five cents below May of 1976 prices and 


should remain lower most of the month, though they 


may advance a little from May of 1977 prices. Even 
though prices go up seasonally by mid-summer, they 
won't be as high as a year ago. so you can easily serve 
more hard-cooked and deviled eggs for summer picnics 
and meals. 


It looks like this may be the "year of the chicken." 


Supplies are at an all time record, especially for June 
and July. Moderating supplies of beef and pork though 
will keep retail prices at about current levels. Prices are 
not expected to go up as they normally do during the 
high demand chicken cuokout season and you may see 
more specials. You will likely see some specials on 
turkeys for summer grilling and roasting, loo. 


Beef and pork supplies are larger than usual for this 


time of year but will start to decline by mid-month. 
Prices on both beef and pork are expected to start up- 
ward by mid-June or early July, so best buying advise is 
to tuck a few good summer eating cuts into the freezer 
now for mid-summer eating. 


Sweet, Juicy Berries Are American Favorite 


Strawberries have always 


been a favorite in this country 
and historians remind us that 
settlers arriving at Jamestown 
"found the wild berries growing 
in profusion and rejoiced in 
them." 


For many years, Portsmouth,' 


Va., was called "Strawberry ' 
Bank" because the tart-sweet 
aroma of the berries greeted 
mariners even before they 
sighted land. 


It was in Portsmouth that 


strawberry socials were born. 
Once a year at the height of thev 
season, the good ladies of the 
community outdid themselves 
in creating all sorts of straw- 
berry splendors. Gradually, the 
idea took hold and strawberry 
desserts remain as a prize-win- 
ning attraction at many state 
and county fair booths. 


If the ladies at Portsmouth 


considered themselves creative 
in the mia-17th century, the 
people of this late 20th century 
are carrying on the tradition 
and in a far easier fashion.

Collins, D-Detroit, has so far 
attracted little of the vociferous 
opposition seen in other years.

Old Slave Photos 
New 'Roots' Tool

'. CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) - A Harvard archivist has 
found the oldest knou-n photographs of black slaves in the 
United States, providing more material for blacks seeking 
their roots. 


But Elinor Reichlin, 47, is not sure descendants will 


relish seeing their ancestors as slaves. Some probably can 
be traced because their names and owners are listed on 
the 36 photos of naked slaves that she found 18 months 
ago in an unused cabinet in an attic al Harvard's Pea body 
Museum, 


"If these were my ancestors would I want them io be 


seen this way?" asked Mrs. Reichlin, who is white. 


Some pictures accompany an article Mrs. Reichlin 


wrote about them in the June American Heritage 
magazine. 


"I'm sort of terrified/' said Mrs. Reichlin, who has left 


the museum to study at Simmons College. "I just have 
this feeling. I'm not queasy. But I wonder if it is perhaps 
not decent." 


The pictures were daguerreotypes taken in Columbia. 


S.C., in 1850 for anatomical studies. 


Prof. Stephen Williams, Peabody Museum director, said 


the photographs were the oldest examples of rare pictures 
of American slaves born in Africa. 


At least four of the seven subjects taken in several 


poses were identified on the prints by first name, African 
country or tribe of origin, and by owner. 


Using the information and checking registries, descen- 


dants could (race them in a manner similar to the tech- 
niques used by Alex Haley, author of "Roots," Williams 
said.

how far government can intrude 
on the family. 


Using the case of an East 


Cleveland, Ohio, grandmother, 
the court voted 54 to restrict 
any community's power to say 
which members of a family may 
live together. 


The court struck down a 


municipal zoning law which 
tried to limit single-family 
dwellings to its own definition of 
family. 


The court's majority said the 


city's definition was too great an 
intrusion on family rights, and 
indicated that no law can tell a 
family which members may live 
under one roof.

The action clears the way for 


U.S. District Judge John J.

emanates from a mistaken ideal 
that we can perfect our system 
with the help, perhaps con- 
tradictorily,

You may not subscribe to that 


view, but Richard Lesher, 
president of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, 
does, and it is one reason why 
the chamber is fighting a bill to 
establish such an institution. 


"We Americans are trying to 


seek perfection," Lesher said. 
"But when you have 215 million 
human beings you are going to 
have imperfections in public 
and private sectors. 


Among Lesher's argumentsMs 


. that "the consumer has more 
protection now than at any time 
in history, and more protection 
in this country than anywhere 
else in the world." A new 
agency therefore is unneeded, 
and potentially disruptive.' 


As proposed, said Lesher, the 


consumer protection agency 
would have the power to inter- 
fere 
with 
administrative 


decisions anywhere in govern- 
ment. No agency now has such 
sweeping po»«r. 
. "It would be a license to 
•disrupt," he said. "That's the 
obscenity of it." 


The chamber, and much of 


the business community, are so 
opposed to the bill that they 
• have engendered 
suspicion 


among some people that it is 
needed, the reasoning being 
that if it hurts that much it must 
be good. 


Lesher might view such an 


attitude as masochistic. Yes, he 
"concedes, 
it 
might 
hurt

everyone else too, he said. He 
does not subscribe to the view 
that the consumer's chair is 
empty in dealing with govern- 
ment. 


"We've dealt with this bill for 


seven years," he said, "and in 
that time many more consumer 
agencies have come into action 
— the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency and the 


Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration." 


Lesher was warming up. 
"Tell me one aspect of con- 


sumer life that is not now pro- 
tected," he challenged. "You 
can't answer that," he said 
quickly. '.'In many cases con- 
sumers are protected three or 
four times. We've tracked down 
305 public offices of consumer 
protection — federal, state an-1 
local." 
. While neither he nor the 
chamber says so flatly, there 
exists the "feeling that the 
demands for a consumer agency 
are not so much in response to 
consumer demands as to the 
demands of consumer activists. 


"They want a seat of power. 


They want a license to disrupt." 
He spoke about a "vocal group 
of activists, some of whom don't 
believe in private enterprise." 


Many Americans have ques- 


tioned the authority by which 
certain activists claim to speak 
in their name, and Lesher is 
among them. He wonders from 
what sources they obtain their 
wisdom.

(he system they castigate. So 
pmductive h&i the system been, 
he c!nim=, tha! it conjures up 
dissatisfaction with less than 
perfeciio.1. And it also provides 
critics with the means and the 
lime to dispute its qualities.

concedes, public and private, 
and he gives no indication that 
he believes these imperfections 
shouldn't be criticized aid 
corrected. But he feels it is 
wrong to' measure our sysU.m 
against an ideal of perfectio. 


"Some of the problems could 


have been avoided by wiser 
corporate management," he 
said. But not all. 


"If you want freedom you 


have to have a system that will 
permit persons poorly equipped 
and poorly motivated to go into 
private 
enterprise," 
he 


reasoned. 
In other words, 


everyone's freedom is associat- 
ed to a degree with human im- 
perfection.

school district voters have been asked to approve increases in the 
district's tax rate. Voters twice rejected a proposed four-mill 
increase in Ihe district's operating levy in special elections last 
month and in March. 


Dr. William Fainnan. suiierintendent, said the proposed one- 


year levy would raise an estimated $40<I.OMI in local tax revenue 
and matching state funds. If approved, the district's operating tax 
levy would increase from 19.5 mills to 21.5 mills and its total tax 
lew would be hiked to 33.G2(i mills.

Silverdome Subsidy Cut 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Critics of the annual state subsidy of 


the Pontiac Silverdome stadium won a modest victory Tuesday as 
the state House voted to cut the subsidy for the Detroit Lion's home 
field to 5720,000. But that's only the first half. Supporters predict 
the Senate will come on strong in the second half and restore the 
controversial subsidy to the full SSOO.OOO. The action came as the 
House approved 74-27 and sent to the upper chamber a 8153.7 
million grab-bag of cash tor the arts, horse racing, Michigan's 
urban areas and a Gerald R. Ford museum. It includes §500.000 to 
Grand Rapids to begin work on a Gerald R. Ford museum, with a 
promise to make identical payments each of the next five years 
and foot about a third of the project's total bill. The House also 
voted 75-25 to set the slate's fiscal year permanently as Oct. 1 to 
Sept. 30, the same as the federal government. The bill goes to the 
Senate. The fiscal year was extended by three months last year to 
balance the 1975-76 budget. The fiscal year was to revert to the 
traditional July 1-June 3n schedule in a few years, but state of- 
ficials now want to keep Michigan on the Oct. 1-Sept. 30 timetable 
permanently. 
One More Probate Hearing 


DETROIT (AP) — A state Senate panel which has been looking 


into possible changes in the state's probate code has added a sixth 
and final hearing to its agenda. Sen. Patrick McCullough, D- 
Dcarborn. chairman of a subcommittee of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, said the extra hearing will be held in Detroit within 
the next two weeks to give 20 additional witnesses a chance to 
testify. At a Friday hearing in Detroit, four of Wayne County's 
cight'probate judges and a Macomb County probate judge said a 
Senate bill calling for simplifications in the probate code should be 
rejected. Asst. Ally. Gen. Irving Fcldman also testified against 
the bill, saying there was need for "more control, not less" in 
probate matters. An opposing view came from Prof. Richard 
Wellman of the University of Georgia and formerly of the 
University of Michigan. He said the proposed changes would 
shorten court procedures, offer exemptions for widows and 
widowers, improve guardianship laws and reduce probate court 
and attorney fees. 


PBB Bill Over Hurdle 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — The Senate Appropriations Committee 


will be the next hurdle for a bill aimed at protecting Michigan 
consumers from whatever PBB may be left in state dairy herds. 
'Hie bill lowers the allowed level for PBB in livestock. It is also 
designed to keep contaminated cows from going to slaughter and 
isolate cows with tainted milk. The bill cleared a key hurdle 
Tuesday when it won unanimous approval in the Senate Agricul- 
ture and Consumer Affairs Coinmitcee. It has passed the house but. 
been extensively rewritten since. The measure now goes to the full 
Senate, but before a final vote it is likely to be channeled into the 
Appropriations Committee for a fiscal study. Senator John Hertcl. 
D-Harper Woods, chairman of the Agriculture and Consumer Af- 
fairs Committee, said it would cost S33 million to S44 million over 
four years. Hcrtel says the bill, unlike the House measure, will 
keep all remaining PBB out of the food chain. 


Nearly 24,000 Must File 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Nearly 24.000 office-holders and all 


prospective candidates throughout Michigan must begin filing 
papers with the state under a new law taking effect today. The 
election campaign finance law requires all current office-holders 
— from governor to local school board members — to file 
statements of organization with either the secretary of stale's of- 
fice or their counties by July 1. In addition, any candidate for fu- 
lure elections or committees set up for upcoming campaigns must 
file statements of organization. Persons w ho become candidates in 
the future will have 10 days after forming a committee to file no- 
tice with the state or county clerk. The new law requires extensive 
reporting of campaign contributions and expenditures as well as 
notices of organization and candidacy.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — An Ohio man who won $114,000 in last 


week's lottery show returns Thursday to defend his "super 
player" crown against six challengers. Allen Harper. 36, of Fos- 
toria. Ohio, will add another 8100,000 to his kitty if he wins for a 
second week. Harper works at a Chrysler Corp. plant. The six 
challengers for his top spot are: Gcncvieve Borowski. 60. of llam- 
tramck. a retired widow; Donald Bowcn. 52. of Ortonville. a 
machinist who is laid off: Donnie Powell. 78. of Detroit, a woman 
retiree: Joseph Sokolowski. 55. of Detroit, a machinist: Steven 
Tyminski, 32, of Toledo. Ohio, an inspector for a tool and gauge 
company: and Wallace Wier. 63. of Livonia, a grinder. 


Engineers' Strike Averted 


DETROIT ,'AP) — A threatened strike that would have 


paraly/ed all highway construction in the state was averted 
Tuesday when a tentative contract was reached with 8.000 operat- 
ing engineers. The strike, by Operating Engineers Local 324, was 
planned for this morning, said attorney Bill Saxton. He negotiated 
the pact on behalf of the Michigan Roadbuilders Association, 
which encompasses all highway contractors in the state. There 
was no immediate indication when the union would vote on the 
tentative agreement, and terms of the pact were not disclosed. 


Going After Dumped Barrels 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 


will try to recover one of more than 1.400 barrels secretly dumped 
iplo Lake Superior by the Army between 1859 and 1962. The 
dredging operation will begin June 8, a spokesman said Tuesday. 
State officials have been urging the start of a recovery effort since 
last November when a rumor surfaced that the barrels contained 
radioactive Haste. The Army, however, contends Ihe barrels con- 
tain harmless scrap metal. James Truchan, an investigator with 
the state Department of Natural Resources, said the Corps made a 
commitment to the project late last week. Truchan said he would 
demand that more than one barrel be brought up. The barrels

to the Paw Paw Lake Improvement l>oard have recommended the 
IxKini (x> dissolved. Robert Jackson of tt'aionliet township and 
John Matthews of ('"Ionia township announced they have advised 
officials of ixith township boards that continued existence of the 
lake improvement board is not in the IHIS! interests of the majority 
of lakefront pr«i>erty owners. 


Their recommendation to dissolve the board, first created in 


March 1975, was based on the ijuprm'LWiil board's findings (hat 
it had no practical method of weed removal to recommend to the 
lakefront property owners. Also three lawsuits filed a»ainst the 
board are causing considerable le.yal expense. In advising the 
township boards to dissolve the lake improvement hoard, both 


Jackson and Matthews recommended that the township hoards 
first pay about Sfc.OGG in outstanding debts accumulated by the 
Ixwrd since its creation. Matthews said the debts include about 
SMKW in current legal fees; another $1,100 in engineering fits; 
money owed to Andrews University for ;: lake waters study; and 
other miscellaneous bills. 


Also Serving on the lake improvement Imard are representatives 


from the* Berrien county board of cominisssiuncrs; Carl Cinodtke, 
county drain commissioner; and a slate Department <*f Xatural 
Resources representative. In a news release issued by the lake 
improvement board, the board said il had investigated three 
methods of weed removal — chemical treatment, dredging and 
harvesting. All methods pro\ed impractical the board said. 


— Chemical treatment, originally thought tn be leaM expensive, 


was discarded after severe restrictions on treating lakes with 
chemicals were instituted by the state OXK.

— Weed harvesting, thought by the board to be a practical 


solution, also ran into problems. The main problem, according to 
the board, is that no contractor in the slate has tin- equipment 
capable of harvesting a lake as lar^e us I*avv Paw lake. One con- 
tractor was interested in purchasing needed equipment for the 
job, but was unable to obtain financing for the equipment, the 
board's release said.

The program is attempting to 


assist homeowners on the city's 
southside in upgrading and 
maintaining their property. 
Farmer said earlier that the 
southside area was selected for 
the first target area of the 
program because it has a stable 
housing condition and rehabili- 
tation will help stem deteriora- 
tion. 


The area is bounded by Bri- 


tain avenue on the north. 
Columbus avenue on the east, 
Emery street on the south and 
Colfax avenue on the west. 


Direct grants are currently 


available for homeowners in the 
soulhside area whose income is 
less than 50 per cent of the area 
median income on a family-size 
scale. A family of four, for 
example, would have to have an 
income of less than S7.200 to 
qualify for a grant. Farmer 
said.

Pavulon was used to poison VA 
patients, the drug must have 
been administered moments 
before the men suffered their 
sudden breathing failures. 


Foldes' testimony, if believed 


by !he jury, would virtually rule 
out the defense contention that 
the powerful muscle-relaxant 
Pavulon could have been ad- 
ministered in ways that delayed 
its effects for minutes or hours. 


The theory of delayed actionl 


lias become known at the trial 
as "the time-bomb theory." 


The prosecution is trying to 


prove in U.S. District Court that 
two Fillpina nurses. Leonora 
Perez. 32. and Filipina Xarciso. 
30, injected Pavulon. killing two 
patients and poisoning seven 
others at the VA Hospital in 
July and August 1975. The two 
nurses deny the charges. 


The prosecution relies on tes- 


timony placing the accused 
nurses near alleged victims just 
before the sudden breathing 
failures. 


If the jury believes 
the 


tlmebomb theory, the prosecu- 
tion's evidence vvouid be nearly 
meaningless because the killer 
could have been miles from the 
VA hospital 
when victims 


stopped breathsing. 


Foldes' testimony centered on 


his contention ".iat patients who 
were being paralyzed slowly 
would become terrified and 
would do anything they could to 


attract attention. 


Foldes said reactions of VA 


hospital victims were consistent 
with liis theory that Pavulon 
was yivcn in a large, rapid dose 
just tK-fore the patients stopped 
breathing. 


Fnlrtes relied heavily in his 


testimony 
on

experiment he conducted 25 
years ago when he allowed 
himself to be injected with a 
paralyzing drug similar to 
I*avulon. 


''I vividly remember the
